milies, both th'excution of things incident to their charge is o⸗

He care which we haue had, and paines which we haue 

taken to ſettle the affaires of this Church of England in 

an Anikoꝛ mitie as well of Doctrine, as of Gouernment; 

both of them agreeable to the woꝛd of God, the doctrine of the 
PzimitiueChurch,and the Lawes heretofoze eſtabliſhed fox tholt 
matters in this Realme may ſufficiently appeare by our ioꝛmer 
actions. Fozno ſooner did the Intection ot the Plague, ra ng 

mm 
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immedlatly after our entry into this kingdome. giue vs leaue to 
haue any Aflembly, but we held at our honour of Hampton Court 
foꝛ that purpoſe a Conference betweene ſome pzincipall Bithops 
and Deanes of this Church, and-ſuch other learned men as vn- 
derſtood oꝛ fauoured the opinions of thoſe that ſeene Alteration, 
befoze our ſelfe and our Councell. Of which Conterence the iſſue 
was, That no well grounded matter d to v8 oꝛ our ſapd 
Councell, why the tate of the Church here by Law eſtabliched, 
ſhould in any matertall point be altered, Noꝛ did thoſe that befoze 
had ſeemed to affect ſuch Alteration, when they heard the contra⸗ 
ry Arguments. greatly inũſt vpon it. but ſeemed to be ſatiſfied 
themſelues, and to vndertake within reaſonable time to ſatiſſie 
all others that were mille · led with opinion that there was any 
tuft cauſe of Alteration. Mhereupon we publiſhed by our Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation what had bene the Jſſue of that Conference, hoping 
that when the ſame ſhould be made knowen, allreaſonable men 
would haue reſted ſatiſfied with that which had bene done, and 
not haue mooued further trouble oz ſpeech of matters; whereof 
ſo ſolemne and aduiſed determination had bene made. Notwith- 
ſtanding, at the late Aſſembly ol our Parliament, there wanted 
not many that renewed with no little earneſneſle the Queſtions 
beloꝛe determined, and many moꝛe aſwell about the Booke of 
Common Pꝛaper,as other matters of Church and 
impoꝛtuned vs fo: our Aﬀent to many Alterations therein: But 
pet with ſuch ſucceſſe, as when they had heard boch our owne 
ſpeaches made vnto them at ſundzy times, ſhe wing the reaſons 4 
of our foꝛmer pꝛoceedinqs in thoſe matters, And line wile had £3 
Conference with ſome Bithops, and other Lozds of the Upper- 
houle about the ſame , they deſiſted from further pꝛolecution 
thereol; finding, that of all things that might any way tend to 
the furtherance ol Religion, and eſtabliſhment of a Miniſtery lit 
foʒ the fame, we had befoze with the aduiſe ol our Counſell, had 
tuch conſideration, as the pzeſent ſtate of things would beare, 
And taken oꝛder how the ſame ſhould bee pꝛoſecuted by ſuch 
meanes, as might be vſed without any publique diſturbance oz 
Jnnouation: And ſo the end ot all their motions and ouertures 
falling out to be none other in ſubſtance, then was befoze at the 
Conference at Hampton Court, Chat is, that no apparant oꝛ 
grounded reaſon was ſhewed, why either the Booke ol Common

quentlip to admontlh them all in general to contoꝛme themlelues 
thereunto, without liſfning to the troubleſome ſpirits of ſome 
perſons, who neuer recetue contentment, either in Ciuill. oꝛ Ec- 
cleſtaſticall matters, but in their owne fantaſies, eſpectally ofcer- 
taine Miniſters, who vnder pꝛetended Zeale of Kefozmatton,are 
the chiele Authozs of diuilions and Sects among our people.

which pꝛouiſion, and limitation being made by vs infauourof 
the communitie of our Subiects, we haue thought good to pub 
lich and make nano wen to all men, Co the ende that if it fall out, 
that ſuch as by way ol Ketaile doe vtter to our people dwelling in 
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places remote from our Citie of London, and other parts where 
Shipping doeth artue,that kinde ol Spice. there bee exacted any 
pꝛices exceſſiue, it may appeare that the ſame is not foz want of 

. due —— made to pꝛeuent it, but by the ouergreedineſle of 

thole which ſhall ſell it. Jn which conſideration, although we 

know, that there are manyreaſons, why thoſe that ſell. byRe = 
fatle, ſhould demaund a further pꝛice then they pay ſoꝛ it here, as 
well in reſpect of the diſtance of place, fozbearing of their moner 
as many other things incident to that kinde or Trade: Pet t 
better to containe them within the bounds ot reaſonable:gaine:

Dzſomuchas in the time of the late dearth and ſcarcitie of 
Come and Graine within this our Realme ol England and 
Dominion of Wales, Me hauing recetued Certificats from 
ſundꝛy parts and places of this Realme, that great quantities ot 
mheate and other ſtuſte, fit and wholeſome foz the food and ſus 
ſtenance ot our louing Dublects, being daily in great abundance 
ſpent and conſumed in making ol Starch. were a great meane to 
continue the ſayd dearth and ſcarcitre ; And that the making 
thereof into Starch in places vnfit foʒ that purpoſe, was allo ve- 
ry noyſome vnto the Inhabitants neere adioyning; | 
out of that tender care which we haue alwayes had ofour-Dub- 
iects welfare, foz remedy of the ſame, and of all inconuenienceg 
thereby incident, We were then pleaſed, to cauſe ourP;oclama- 
tion tobe publiſhed, and by the ſame did will and command. Chat 
the making ol Starch ol any kinde ol tuffe whatſceuer,ſhouls be 
ſuppꝛeſſed in all parts ol our ſaid Realme and Dominion; Onely 
giuing thereby ſome ſmall tolleration, that ſome few ſelected per 
ſons, dwellingneere our Cities of London #i9eſtminſter ſhould 

be ſuffered to ſpend and wozke out into Starch. certaine ſmail 

quantities of udheate , which hauing taken wet at Dea, were be- 
come multy, vnſauoury, and vnwholeſome, and altogether vn- 
fit fox our ſayd Subiects food, and were affirmed to bee at that 
time lying vnſold, and decaytng,on the hands of ſuch merchants, 
as had fomeriy bought in the ſame from fo2reine Countreys, 
As by our ſayd Pꝛoclamation may moꝛe at large appeare, -- 
And whereas wee are now agatne enfozmed by the credible 
Certificats of ſeuerali Juſtices of Peace of ſundzy of our Coun- 
ties, andchiefe Magiſtrates and Officersof Cities and Townes 
Cozpozate , That outof theſameour ſmall tolleration (tending 
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amongſt our woke of late peeres, by meanes — theſame; And 
that it is no way benefictall tothe Common wealth, but a thing 

ol late time inuented, and may moze pzoperlp be termed matter ot 

vanitie, and pꝛide, as it is vſed by infertour perſons, thenokanp
